The detectives were looking 
for a car of the description of the 
one driven by the men.

Chicago became a battlefield last 
night for a taxicab warfare when 
shortly after midnight P. A. Skirven, 
a Yelldw cab driver, was shot and 
killed, the police believe by men con- 
nected with the Checker pany.

Skirven Shot by Three. , 

Skirven was standing in front of 
the Yellow Cab stand at Roosevelt 
road and Kedzie avenue talking to’ 
several chauffeurs. A large autoffio- 
bile, said by several. witnesses to have 
been a Stutz, sped east on Roosevelt 
road. 

Three of the occupants of the auto 
opened fire with revolvers. Over twen- 
ty-five shots were fired at the men 
standing on the sidewalk, one striking 
Skirven in tHe left side above the 
heart.

“In addition to offering a reward of 
$5,000 for the murderer of Driver Skir- 
ven, I am going to the st&te’s attorney 
this morning and insist on a full in, 
vestigtaion by the grand jury of the 
Checker Cab’s entire crooked business. 

“We warned the chief of police on 
Saturday that the warfare would be 
started on Monday at the Sherman. 
We knew it had been planned for 
weeks and took what steps we could 
to prevent serious trouble. 

Climax of Old Fight. 

“The whole thing is a climax to a 
fight which was started six months 
ago. Many of the Checker drivers are 
former employés of the Yellow Cab 
company, dismissed for inefficiency, dis- 
honesty, or worse. Naturally they 
hate the company. 

“The Yellow Cab company for seven 
years has been conducting a dignified 
and difficult business, giving a service 
to Chicago that is not equaled by any 
other transportation company in the 
world. It isn’t a game with us. We 
are working hard for the best interests 
of the city and we do not propose to be 
interfered with one minute longer.

An identical bill, introduced by Sen- 
ator Dailey, is pending on third read- 
ing in the senate. The belief is that 
the senate will pass the house bill. 

The bill creates a state athletic com- 
mission. of three members to be ap- 
pointed “by the governor, having over- 
lapping terms of three years, with sal- 
aries of $5,000 a year. A secretary 
shall be appointed for three years at u 
salary of $4,000. 

Will Control All Boxing. 

The commission appoints such em- 
ployés as it may deem necessary. Al! 
boxing exhibitions are to be under the 
direction of this commission. 

The bill provides for the licensing by 
the commission of all associations hold- 
ing boxing matches and of persons par- 
ticipating therein. Five per cent of 
the gross réceipts of all matches shal! 
be paid into the state treasury. 

There shall be no matches on Sun- 
day; no person under 18 years may 
participate; no match shall be of more 
than ten rounds, with a limit of three 
minutes to each round; gloves used 
shall be at least five ounces in weight; 
no sham or fake boxing is to be permit- 
ted;’no decisions rendered; and each 
participant must submit to a physical 
examination before entering the ring. 

Board of-Trade Bill Loses. 
Lantz bill 283, aimed against the Board 
of Trade, had rough treatment tonight 
in the house. By the vote of 76 to 68, 


til next Tuesday. 

The statement was made by Lee 
O’Neil Browne, one of the floor leaders 
for the bill, that the motion kills the 
measure. 

“This ig. the last chance for this 
bill,” Browne eaid before the vote.

ELECTION FRAUD,

Extra Votes Found in 
Ballot Boxes. 


Election frauds of the most brazen 
character are being geported daily to 
Col. John V. Clinnin, of the fraud 


prevention and detection bureau of the 
Chicago Bar association.

This 
represents a cut of 17 per cent and 
the number of delegates from those 
States since the 1912 convention. 
Under the new plan of apportion- 
ment the next national convention will 
be made up of 1,037 delegates, fifty- 
three more than the last, unless there

New System of Apportionment. 

The old system allowed for one dele- 
gate from each congressiona] district, 
but under the new plan a district must 
have cast 2,500 Republican votes in 
the last preceding election before it 
may send a delegate to the conven- 
tion. To have two district delegates 
there must have been cast 10,000 Re 
publican votes, or a Republican repre- 
sentative must have been elected to 
congress. Under the former plan 7,500 
votes gave two delegates.

The passage of the entire bill, carry- 
ing appropriations of about $333,000,- 
000 for the army for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, followed shortly after- 
wards without a roll call. The measure 
now goes.to conference,where the ques- 
tion of the size of the army will have 
to be thrashed out further. _

SECRETARY HUGHES ON 
MEXICO. 


_ The secretary of state's statement on the sub- 
ject of Mexican relations could not be improved 
upon. It avoids high’ flown generalizations, which 
raise either false expectatiohs or unfounded sus- 
picions, and rests our policy on solid ground. It 
will be indorsed and supported by substantia! 
American opinion. 

Mexican problems are American problems. Mex- 
icam peace involves American peace. Mexican 
policy is of important concern to American policy. 
The American people and their present govern- 
ment have no desire to interfere in Mexican affairs 
a feather’s weight or a hair's breadth beyond the 
clear line of America’s rights and vital interest, 
but there is no reason why we should not declare 
frankly that this line lies within the field of Mex- 
ico’s policy, as it has been developed of late years. 

In concrete terms Mexico seeks foreign aid for 
her development, and it is essential. But the vital 
interests and security of the United States would 
be directly and indirectly endangered if this aid 
were given by any European power or group of 
powers. If, on the other hand, American resources 
are drawn upon for this aid, it is essential that 
they shall be protected from confiscation. It is 
also essential that American citizens, in Mexico 
lawfully, shall enjoy the equal protection of law. 

The Mexican constitution of 1917 and the’ policy 
respecting the existing property rights of Ameri- 
cans and other aliens require clearing up before 
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ulterior motive. But it is to be hoped in the in- 


| gtantial aid, but only on terms of international] 


terest of our good relations that the Mexican 
government and people will not deceive them- 
selvés as to the basic and decisive factors of 
the situation.

THE HIGHWAYMEN 


CELEBRATE. 


Two bands of robbers, operating in the suburbs 
northwest of Chicagé Tuesday evening, held up 
and robbed 100 persons in one place in Morton 
Grove, escaping with loot estimated at $16,000, 
and robbed at least four parties on the roads. Al! 
the robbers escaped without a scratch and without 
even a run for the money. 

In the Morton Grove affair the bandits, six in 
number, cut the telephone wires to the Lincoln 
Tavern and after lining up and searching 100 vic- 
tims and carrying away the cash register escaped 
at leisure while the wife of the proprietor was 
running to the nearest telephone and notifying the 
Evanston police, who in turn- notified the detective 
bureau, which again in turn called ont various 
squads and patrols to start a belated chase. 

In the other holdups nine armed men operating 
in a stolen automobile traveled the roads leisurely, 
stopping and robbing their victims at will. 

If Illinois had had the well organized state police 
system which it ought to have, there would be a 
different story to tell. Patrols would have been 
within easy reach of the victims. Notification 
would have resulted in immediately throwing a net 
across all roads within miles of the scene of the 
crime. No robbers could have escaped without a 
battle, and probably not then. 

Yet on the same day that this emphatic new 
illustration of the need of such state police was 
offered, the bill to provide such protection for the 
citizens of Illinois was killed in the legislature. 
The citizens who were robbed have no redress. But 
a bill of such importance cannot remain dead for- 
ever. Eventually it will come up again in some 
future legislature. If victimes of highwaymen will 
do their part toward arousing public opinion and 
educating legislators in the meantime the state 
eventually will provide the protection needed. 


LORD BYNG TO CANADA. | 


The appointment of Lord Byng of Vimy to be 
governor general of Canada, we suspect, will please 
our neighbors of the dominion. Gen. Byng was one 
of the heroes of the war, an able, resourceful, anc 
victorious commander of Canadian troops in the 
field, honored and admired by the allied armies and 
respected for his vigor and skill by his German ad- 
versaries. Not only Canada but all America its 
proud of him. 

How much better is such an appointment than 
that of some member of the royal family, a repre- 
sentative of an outworn past, whereas Lord Byng 
embodies the future of a great nation.

Simple Curry of Lamb. 

The trouble with disagreeabie, un- 
delicate curries is that too much curry 
powder has been used. The old recipes 
yniformly prescribe too large & quan- 
tity, just as these call-for too much salt 
and too much. pepper for trained mod- 
ern palates. Médern palates have 
learned to like the native, often 
flavors of food. 


One-half of a fine: curry 
powder—perhaps one you have. made 
yourself from a formula which has 
been printed in this column—is quite 
enough -for one pint of liquid or meat 
stock. Remember that curry powder 
has cayenne pepper, cloves, and up- to 
twenty or more or less high condi- 


ments, which in tiny quantities will |. 


do a great deal of work. 

Suppose we have one pint of lamb 
broth, or half the liquid in which one 
pound of lamb stew meat was cooked, 
and all the meat. We will cut this 
meat up fine. That of itself will thick- 
en the liquid somewhat, and it has al- 
ready. been thickened by vegetables 
cut fine which are in it. and some flour 
in which the meat was rolled before it 
was seared and before water and vege- 
tables were added to it. 

For additional thickness one slightly 
rounded tablespoon of flour, mixed with | 
one-half teaspoon of a fine curry pow- | 
der, slightly wet with a bit of this 
liquid, and added to the whole, 


over fire until thick, will be sufficient | 


with meat added and heated, the whole 
served over rice. 
Cook one cup of Creole rice for this 


and put in strainer to drain. Heat up 
three cups of water with one teaspoon 
of salt, add a thimble of butter, then 
drained rice, slowly, without stopping 
the boiling. Boil five minutes. 

Cover and cook over tiny fire fifteen 
minutes. Take off cover and dry five 
minutes. Rice for curry should be 
lightly salted.

French May Slash 
Red Tape That Now | 
‘Slows Up Dan Cupid 


BY HUDSON HAWLEY. 1 
[United Press Staff Correspondent.) 
ARIS; June 8.—Young men and 
women of France will be able to 
marry with as much freedom and 
absence of “red tape” as those 
of America if a bill just introduced in 
the chamber becomes a law. 

The measure removes the necessity 
of parental consent after the age of 
21. Such a departure strikes at the 
very vitals of French customs, which 


make the parents the arbiters of the) 


daughter’s matrimonial fate. 

At present a French woman cannot 
marry until after she is 30 years old 
without the consent of her parents. 

One of the most surprising features 
in connection with the new bill is the}. 
fact that it is sponsored by a priest, 

a deputy from the Nord department. 
His action in sponsoring the bill as- 
tonished the conservatives, because of 
its tendency to diminish parental au- 
thority, of which the church always 
has been extremely jealous. 

Introduction of the bill is a step in 
the campaign to simplify and encour- 
age marriages, and to dispense with 
the dowry custom which now ‘Prevails
